fact that improvements even to 
sewerage has been given to abut- 
ting property as though it were 
dedicated property. 


The Twentieth Street 
Sunset 


Avenue controversy was not dis- 
posed of until after considerable 
airing of differences, indulging in 
personalities and much setting off 
of "fireworks" on both sides.

street was generally regarded as 
o'' vital importance it did not near 
leave, the impress upon council as 
did the proposition of the Whita- 
ter-Glessner and Portsmouth Sol- 
w companies.

GOV. HUGHES, GREATEST FRIEND OF LABOR 
The legislative Labor News, of New York, October 


10, 1910, had the following: 


"Now that Governor Hughes has retired from 


politics and ascended to a place on the highest judi- 
cial tribunal in the world, the fact can be acknowl- 
edged without hurting anybody's political corns, that 
he was the greatst friend of labor laws that ever occu- 
pied the governor's chair at Albany. During his two 
terms he has signed 56 labor laws, including among 
them the best labor laws ever enacted in this or any 
other state. He also urged the enactment of labor 
laws in his message to the legislature, even going so 
far as to place the demand for a labor law in one of 
his messages to an extra session of the legislature, 


"Only 182'labor laws have been enacted in this 


state since its erection in 1777—in 133 years. One- 
third of these, exceeding in quality all of the others, 
has been enacted and signed during Governor 
Hughes' term of three years and nine months. 


"With such a record of approval and suggestion 


of progressive legislation in the interest of humanity 
to his credit, it is easy to believe that human rights 
will have a steadfast and sympathetic upholder in the 
justice of the Supreme Court of the United States."

(Extract from a Baccalaureate Sermon oi Juno 13, 1909, by Prof. 


Woodrow Wilson). 


You know what the usual standard of the employee is in our 


day. 
It is to give, as little as he may for his wages, Labor is stand- 


ardized by the tra.de, qnipn, and this ja the standard to which it is 
meant to conform. No one, is suffered to do more than the average 
wofkman can do. In some trades and handicrafts no one is suffered 
to do more than the least skillful of his fellows can do within the 
hours allotted to a day's labor, and no one can work out of hours at 
oil or volunteer anything beyond, the minimum. 


I need not point out how economically disastrous such a regula- 


tion of labor- is. The labor of America is rapidly becoming unprofit- 
able under its present regulation by those who have determined to 
reduce it to a minimum. Our economic supremacy may be Idst, be- 
cause the country grows more and more full of unprofitable serv- 
ants.

One thing can be truthfully said about him and that is 
wealth haan't hardened him to either the rights or the wants of his 
fellow man. He was the inventor of the non-poisonous match, on 
which if he had held to the exclusive rights of his patent, he cou)d 
hi-'« made a fortune second only to that of Rockefeller, but he did 
not so choose. Waiving his patent rights he gave every individual 
or corporation that so chose the privilege to make non-poisonous 
matches, without any charge, or payment of royalty whatsoever. His 
position was that the use of the match was universal. For him to 
ehargn for the use on the non-poisonous invention would be to levy 
tribute npon the health and even the lives' of the general public. 
Therefore he gave the 'benefits of his invention free to all. 


STILL THE PEERLESS ONE 


According to the Cincinnati Enquirer, which is not to be sus- 


pected of over fondness and admiration for him, William Jennings 
Bryan is still the peerless leader of the plain people and has lost 
none of the witchery of oratory that first made him the idol of the 
crowds. Monday he tarried at various points in the state and his 
course was a triumphant procession in more respects than one. Im- 
mense throngs gathered to meet him everywhere, their greetings 
were as spontaneous as of yore and Bryan was himself again. Of a 
truth, from Enquirer accounts he even.surpassed himself. Bearing 
strongest upon the triumph of President Wilson in maintaining an 
honorable peace, with his rich imaginings and his sublimated ideals 
finding their most fruitful expression, his matchless appeals not only 
carried his auditors to the very delirium of enthusiasm, but actually 
moved many to tears. Such a picture he drew of the sufferings and 
sorrowing abroad and the content and peace at home, the picture of 
Wilson standing straight and calm under a burden of awful respon- 
sibilities and in the midst of a mad storm of abuse and criticism, was 
more vivid than any ever limned before the eye.
